Perhaps the most Interesting subject at the mo¬ 
ment Is the question of the new stuffs ready for 
spring and summer frocks.

It is 
well to remember ihat the ideal gown to be worn 
in Paris this summer is a coo!, light weight gown 
that shall be sufficiently dressy to serve as a 
proper costume for luncheon or Informal dinner at 
f 1 Paris restaurant. The mohairs, by reason of 
their peculiar stiffness, are suitable for shore go a’ns 
and also for the occasional thin gown that must 
be worn In the city during the warm weather.

Paris, March SO. 

The models for sprint? tailor made costumes are 
really novel in spite of tho fact. generally admitted, 
that from one season to another there are few 
marked changes in this style of gown and that 
among the tailors the modes change with far less 
rapidity than they do among the dressmakers. 

This season may be an exception, or it may be 
true, as is often stated, that the tailors have de¬ 
termined to rival the dressmakers in a way that 
may prove highly disadvantageous to the affairs 
of the latter. The tailors’ purpose is that all street 
costumes shall bear the ’’tailor made” hall mark 
and that their customers shall purchase not one 
tailor made costume a season, but half a dozen. 
To do this It Is certainly necessary that they shall 
vie with the couturi^res in point of originality. 

Yet in describing the latest examples of the skill 
of Paris tailoring houses the marked changes are 
not so obvious. It is still the skirt and bolero, with 
the addition of a waistcoast or vest. These gar¬ 
ments are not in themselves startlingly original, 
but they have never been so universally worn as 
they promise to be this yenr. It Is safe to as¬ 
sume that nine out of ten Jacket suits Include 
waistcoats. A fashionable Idea is to have the 
waistcoat match the collar of the Jacket, or an 
undercollar or some trimming on the collar. Some 
examples of this will be described later on. Waist- 
coals are ainglehreasted. and may be high or low 
as individual fancy dictates. They are completed 
by chemisette and fancy cravat. that shows no 
linen collar. 

The bolero appears in a number of new forms. 
On the sides it is close and short; In front it gen¬ 
erally drops below the waist line in the form of 
curved or pointed tabs, and there is occasionally 
in the back an attempt at coattails. The novel 
and conspicuous feature of the jackets of this sea¬ 
son is the trimming that emphasizes the bias 
seams. This may be stitching or stitched bands 
or some form of braiding, but whatever form it 
may take it gives the propet stamp to the cos¬ 
tume. Pleeves are. of course, close, but still
